From the small hoy on 
the farm to the old wrinkled half- 
‘breed trapper, all are at it this nvin- 
ter, with the result that quantities of 
furs and good prices. have run the 
revenues in many cases to very hand- 
some figures. 

‘Muskrats which used to be sold for 
a song are now in great demand and 
bring as high as 50 cents per skin 
in good-sized lots. ‘Thousands are 
being brought into Edmonton’ daily. 
Lynx are bringing from $20 to $30 a 
piece, as shown by the sale this week 
of nine lynx skins for $270. ven 
coyote skins are worth from $9 to $10 
a piece. Dhe dealers are all after the 
furs and are coming through with the 
fancy prices.

SEWAGE DISPOSAL 
IS A LARGE PROBLEM 


ARTICLE Vi. 

You may say what you like about 
the importance of the various public 
utilities, but when it’s all said, the fact 
remains that the question of sewage 
disposal is one of the most import- 


ant that a city the size of /dmonton 
has to face. If it is important to a 
city of 20,000 it is all the more so to 
a city of 50,000 and when a city 
reaches a population of 100,000. the 
value of a well-planned and efficiently 
working scheme is all the more ap- 
parent. 

An article on the sewage system 
of Edmonton is very timely in view 
of the plans which are now being 
constructed in the office of the city 
engineer.

The sewage system of ‘l'oronto, ever 
since its inception, has meant the plac- 
ing of trunk sewers running south into 
Toronto Bay. ‘The result has been 
that the water front has been turned 
into a cesspool, Now the city is con- 
sidering the expenditure of $2,000,000 
to construct intercepting sewers which 
will tap the numerous outlets into the 
bay and carry the sewage to a disposal 
plant where it will undergo treatment. 
With this scheme completed nothing 
but the storm drainage will be carried 
into the bay and the cause of con- 
tamination of the water will be re- 
moved. 

Idmonton stands in need of a sew- 
age disposal plant in the near future.

GALE ON NOVA 
SCOTIA COAST 


Serious Loss of Life Feared Through 
Boats Being Carried Qut to Sea 


TODAY'S DESPATCH CHEERING 


Several of Missing Craft Made Shore 
Last Night and Others Were 
Sighted by Them 


Halifax, Jan. 5—A sudden blizzard 
that swept down from the north yes- 
terday morning carried out to sea 
twenty fishing boats belonging to 
Canso, Whitehead and Dover, and to- 
night, after thirty hours’ search, cight 
boats with between forty and fifty men 
are tnissing. Hope that any of these 
men are now alive has been aban- 
doned. 

During all this time the *hermom- 
eter has ‘been thovering around zero, 
and last night the poor fellows in open 
boats on the icy sea had to endure 
the rigors of an atmosphere at from 
six to eight degrees below zero. ‘The 
weather was fearful in dts severity and 
fierceness. Rough and rugged as are 
the hardy fishermen who had to face 
it, not one of them still on the sea 
could long survive it, and death would 
soon become; iwelcome. A tug, gov- 
ernment and other steamships have 
been searching all day and tonight 
when darkness sevtled down, cight 
boats, manned by forty or fifty men. 
were not accounted for. Four of these

The weather today las been 
almost as terrible to the men ex- 
posed to it as the night before. ‘To 
add to it a heavy narthwest wind with 
a thick snow, which made their work 
more difficult and increased the ter- 
rible plight of its victims, if they still 
lived, 
Gale Sweeps Coast. 

Yesterday morning opened with fair 
weather and a fleet of twenty-five 
boats manned by 100 men put out for 
Haddock. Suddenly it changed,.and 
so swiftly that it was next to im- 
possible for all to get back in the 
teeth cf the gale, cf the twenty-five 
boats all but eight were able to beat 
their way back or find refuge in other 
ports, or hold out until picked up to- 
day. But eight of them are gone, and 
more than forty men are, almost. cer- 
tainly either frozen to death in: drift- 
ing ‘boats or drowned from the craft 
capsizing or foundered. Not only on 
the sea, but along the coast the un- 
availing search has been continued, 
and anxious watchers in the stricken 
homes are driven to conclude that the 
bread winnens have gone down with 
the ‘beats or perished from exposure. 

No disaster ‘since the great August 
gale of 1873 has anywhere approach- 
ed this appalling catastrophe in the 
vicinity of the Canso district. 

The Dover boats missing and their 
crews are as follows: The Lottie B., 
Captain Charles Richards, Felix Gyr- 
ney, Robert Munro, John Horn, and 
Levi Haines.

The search began last night and 
has been kept up constantly ever 
since, The Dominion government was 
asked for help and promptly ordered 
out the steamer Cabot, which was ly- 
ing in Isaac’s harbor. The Douglas 
H. Thomas was sent from Sydney, 
and the steam trawlers number thirty- 
three, and Inverness, joined in the 
search. The government steamer 
Aberdeen was intercepted at Beaver 
Harbor and ordered to the’ fishing 
grounds, and the Wobun, that sailed 
from North Sydney this evening for 
Portland, Maine, was directed to keep 
a sharp lookout. All their efforts, so 
far have been in vain, except the steam 
trawler that found the boat Cora 
Lee, badly iced, and took it in tow. 
Last night the trawler rescued Cap- 
tain Angus Feltmate’s boat. Other- 
wise the searching fleet have been 
able to do nothing, and Whitehead is 
mourning the loss of nineteen men, 
and the death toll of Dover standing 
at twenty-two. Fifty-one men are 
missing tonight. 

Boats Make Shore. 

Halifax, N:S., Jan. 6—There is now 
thought to be no loss of life among 
the fishermen ‘carried to sea on Tues- 
day by the gale. Several missing boats 
made shore last night and report 
sighting others making for shore;

SEWAGE DISPOSAL 
IS A LARGE PROBLEM 


(Continued From Page One) 
So says the city engineer and so says 
the provincial sanitary engineer. At 


present there are three outlets to the 


sewer mains of the city. One empties 
into the river at the foot of Saskat- 
chewan avenue. Another is carried 
cast on Jasper avenue to the ravine 
down which it runs to septic tanks 
at the north end of Traser’s Flats, 
from where it is discharged inte the 
river. A third empties into Rat creek 
behind the Isolation Hospital and 
meanders down the creek for a mile 
or so into the river. Were it not for 
this discharge the creck would be dry 
for the greater part of the year. This 
state of affairs is not to be continued 
ina city which is calculated to dou- 
ble its population before many years. 
The city engineer’s department is alive 
to the needs of the situation and has 
elaborated a scheme on a twenty year 
basis. It is proposed to carry the Rat 
creek sewer castward to a point where 
there is sufficient space for the install- 
ing of a large sewage disposal plant. 
It may not be necessary to have it in- 
stalled for the first year but it will 
be fully incorpcrated in tthe general 
sewage scheme and will be kept in 
view during the extension of all sew- 
er/mains in the city in the future. It 
is the intention of the .city engineer 
to give the septic tanks on T'raser’s 
flats a fair trial this year, so that the 
engineering department may have 
some experience in the treatment of 
sewage before elaborating on the larg- 
er scheme. So extensive is the plan 
that it is probable that a consulting 
engineer will be called dn shortly to 
pass his judgment upon it. 
The First Sewers. 


It was in 1902 that Willis Chipman, 
then city engineer, laid the first sewer 
and water mains in Edmonton. In 
that year he installed four miles of 
sewage system which cotprised the 
present central business area of the 
city. The discharge was made into 
the Saskatchewan directly in tthe rear 
of the Queen’s Hotel. By ihe close of 
1905 there was a total of 10.98 miles. 
This increased from year to year with 
an additional 2.61 miles in 1906, 11.38 
miles in 1907, 9.13 miles iin 1908, and 
7.7 miles in 1909, making a total of 
41.87 miles of sewer pipe at present 
reposing under Edmonton’s streets. 


Three sub-systems go to make up 
this mileage. The first and earliest is 
that which serves the district east of 
Kirst street and south of the rail- 
way tracks taking in a large part of 
the business area. ‘This formerly dis- 
charged into the river at. the foot of 
Namayo avenue, as stated above, but 
the trunk line was carried east on Jas- 
per in 1908, when the septic tanks’ on 
Fraser’s Flats were installed. A sec- 


ond system serves the south western |’ 


part of the city and is carried ‘along 


| Saskatchewan’ avenue to the river out- 


let. The third is the Rat Creek sys- 
tem which draws its sewage from the 
north, and extreme west of the city. 
The 7.7 miles of construction this year 
contributed to the Rat Creek division 
of the system as the extensions were 
made west of T'wenty-first street and 
in Norwood. subdivision. 

All sewer construction from the time 
of Chipman to the year 1906 was done 
by day labor. In 1906 the contract 


for the Rat Creek sewer was Iet to the

E. J. Taylor Co. The company re- 
quested to be relieved of its under- 
taking and the completion was made 
in.1907 by the Canada White Co. on a 
ted per.cent basis. ‘This meani that 
a cost price for the work was estimat- 
ed and ten per cent. added, which the 
company was to -receive. Should 
the work be done at Jess than the es- 
timated cost, the company was to get 
the benefit of half the saving. It is 
understood that a considerable saving 
in the cost of the job was effected. 
With the exception of this contract 
and the trunk line of the east end sub- 
system, which was done by Westway 
& Manders, all the work has been 
done by day labor. 

Which is better, contract work or 
day labor in sewer construction? It 
seems that in theory day labor is the 
better, but it is not always so in 
practice. However, for the past two 
years in Edmonton, day labor ds said 
to have been more satisfactory than 
contract work, but this is claimed to 
be due to the trained gang which 
the city has accumulated. At all 
events the cost of work done during 
the past year by day labor has com- 
pared very favorably with the cost 
under contract. In other words, 
money has been saved for the city. 


Some idea of the construction work 
required can be gathered from the 
depth at which sewer pipes are placed. 
Some of the trunk sewers reach a 
depth of 30 feet and some 20 feet, 
while the average is 12 feet in the 
business sections and 10 feet on resi- 
dential streets. ‘his amount of ex- 
cavation for pipes varying in diameter 
from 8 inches to seven feet and ex- 
tending all told for a distance of near- 
ly 50 miles, is no small item for the 
pick and shovel artist.

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INDIANS AS 
COAL MINERS 


Who Said the Redskins Had no Busi- 
ness Ability ? 


In nearly every portion of Alberta 
the question of obtaining coal at reas- 
onable prices is occupying the minds 
of the town people and farmers, and 
in many places is quite a serious prob- 
lem. So far Gleichen has not been 
obliged 10 seriously consider this 
‘question, but the day is not far dis- 
tant when it will of necessity have to 
‘consider it. There bas up to the pre- 
sent been an ample supply of coal 
from the mines along Bow river on 
the Blackfoot reservation, and ‘with 
the coal found within a few miles of 
town north the problem should never 
be a very scrious one, at least so far 
as the supply is concerned. 

The price to be paid for coal, how- 
ever, may become a question of mo- 
ment. Already we see that the In- 
dians are watching the coal market 
quite closely, and at times are holding 
out for prices much higher than in 
former years. They learn the price 
of coal sold by the local dealers who 
bring it from Edmonton, Lethbridge 
asd other mining towns and keep their 
price per load as near them as pos- 
sible. Fortunately however, the In- 
dian has not the staying qualities, and 
when he sees several doys of fine 
weather he weakens and sells at a 
much: lower price. Yet in time the 
Indians will become wiser an! have 
sheds built close to town, where they 
will hold their coal for the highest 
prices obtainable, and then the gen- 
eral householder will have to pay or 
suffer. 

Some of our farmer friends to the 
north and east are also getting inter- 
ested in coal mining and are in a 
fair way to mine coal in large quan- 
tities in thle near future. These farm- 
ers are wide awake men who will ‘go 
into it in a business-like manner that 
should augur well for the general in- 
terests of the community as well as 
for themselves. 

The Call, however, would now offer 
the suggestion that the town or a 
number of the men most interested in 
the upbuilding of the town get con- 
trol of a mine and develop it for the 
good of the community generally. 
Thus keeping coal at a fair price at 
all times, which would prove a boon 
to all concerned.—Gleichen Call.

But the 
Griffin plant is by no means the only 
one—there are five. others—smaller it 
is true; they too have all the business 
they can handle.

With packing plants established in’ 
thie City it is but natural that the Ed- 
monton district should be famous for 
mixed farming—experts have stated 
that in their opinion the Edmonton 
district is the finest mixed farming 
crintry on the American continent.
